Careful Estimates of the Quantities 
That Can be Brought into 
the Market,

There is occasionally found a man 
who. believes that the timber on the 
Truckee is about exhausted, and such 
items find their way into careless 
newspapers, frequently. A study of 
thecountry will convince the most care- 
less observer that the ocean of timber 
bounded on the west by the Summit, 
on the east by the sage brush valleys 
of Washoe Lake and the Carson on 
the north by Sierra Vallgy, and on the 
south by Lake Tahoe, has_hardiy 
been tapped. It is true that many 
hillsides have been denuded by wood 
choppers, and large patches cleaned 
ont by sawmills. -It is true that: the 
Comstock has absorbed a thousand 
million feet ot timber and lumber, 
and the vast desert between here and 
Salt Lake has probably taken as 
much more in the last twenty years, 
yet there ate fields larger than those 
drawn upon, that remain untouched, 
and it is within the truth that the 
great canyon of the Trnckee and its 
tributaries would stand a similar 
draft for fifty years to come. Timbea 
experts ,;who have been consulted by 
the writer, estimate that there remains 
standing in locations that make it 
available to market with very little 
additions to the present facilities 
over 

FIVE THOUSAND MILLION FEET. 

Of timber ard over ten million cords 
of wood, Allowing a daily product of 
40,000 feet of lumber to the mill, for 
two hundred days in the year—which 
is a very high estimate of a seasor’s 
rup,— this would last the mills now 
running sixty-two and a half years, 
Around Lake Tahve there has beep 
an immense body of timber, and al- 
though it has been *cut isto very 
largely, it is still believed that there 
is dbout a thousand million feet still 
standing. Hope valley has 4 large 
quantity of timber that is untouched. 
At the north end of the lake there is a 
very nice lot of timber that is falling 
before the axes of Folsom & Mar- 
lette’s men> Between Tahoe and the 
town of Truckee there are nearly five 
hundred million feet that can be 
reached by the Truckee Lumber Com- 
pany’s works, which are very com- 
plete, and comprise dams on the river 
for floating logs, and chutes in the 
mountains tor transporting them down. 
Oo Squaw creek and other branches 
there are large patches that will come 
ion. Onthe east side of the Truckee 
tiver a number of branches come in. 
The first is Martis creek. The mills 
of Richardson Bros. and McFarland 
stand in a basin that will turn cub, 
over a hundred million feet. George 
Schaeffer has a very fine lotof timbér 
that will keep his mill running for 
years. He will soon move further up 
the creek. Juniper creek, “where 
Burckhalter built his railroad, with, 
turn out over seventy-five million and 
the road can carry more frem 


AN IMMENSE FLAT 


On the head of Martis’ Creek, and 
from the Tahoe divide. Wicke’s 
céuntry, east of Bronco, is very steep 
and high, but it has a fine growth.

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LAKE TAPPING. 


How the Great Enterprise of Lassen 
County, California, is Progressing. 


P. N. Marker has returned from 
the Eagle Lake country, the scene of 
Marker & Merrill’s operations in lake 
tapping. He intorms the GAZETTE 
that work is progressing slowly but 
surely. There are now ten men at 
‘work running the tunnel, which is to 
be over 7,000 feet long. The forma- 
tion is exceedingly favorable, consist- 
ing of sand and gravel. The progress 
now made is at the rate of five fect per 
day per ehift, or ten feet per day. 
Four hundred feet of the tunnel has 
already been completed. The tunnel 
will be six by eightfeet in theclear and 
a flume will be constructed through- 
out its entire length. When the lake 
is reached it will be necessary to con- 
struct a heavy bulkhead before the 
final connection is made. There will 
also be shafts sunk at intervals along 
the line with ladders leading up into 
them which can be used to escape the 
flow of water in case of accident. 
Captain Merrill, who has developed 
the most remarkable staying qualities 
of any man onthe Pacific Coast, is 
happy and contented at the prospect. 
He may weil be satisfied, for the tap- 
ping of Eagle lake will bring a scope 
of country into market which amounts 
to a priocipality. The GazxeTTE bopes 
that the energy and perseverence of 
Marker & Merrill may be richly re- 
warded.
